Hi  Christie, 


I don't  know  if  anyone  has  taken  a crack  at  question  #2  that  asks  if  the  18% 
value  takes  into  account  the  raise  of  housing  values  across  the  board.  I'm 
reading  the  paper  and  they  ran  a regression  that  is  statistically  significant, 
which  means  that  the  18%  value  isolates  for  changes  caused  by  one 
variable  (Superfund  designation,  what  they  tested  for). 

There's  some  language  within  the  paper  about  adjusting  for  median  values 
according  to  year,  but  it's  difficult  to  understand. 

Maybe  check  with  someone  from  OGC  here  to  confirm  but  I think  it  can  be 
pretty  easily  answered,  that  yes,  this  study  does  taking  general  housing 
value  appreciation  into  account.  Otherwise  it  wouldn't  really  be  a statistically 
robust  study  in  the  first  place..
